Free State Trade. 


The Free State trade returns for the 
month of October add another page to the 
melancholy story of our country’s economic 
experiences during. the last few years. 
Imports and oxports alike for the first ten 
months of 1925 show a fall in. comparison 
with the figures for the corresponding 
period of the previous year, and the visible 
balance of trade against the Free State 's 
mounting steadily. The total imports for 
the ten months amounted to about 
£50,000,000, and the exports, with re- 
exports, to about.@35,000,000. The adverse 
balance, therefore, is, roughly, £15,000,000 ; 1 
and there are still two months to go. It 
has been argued that. this deficit is 
cancelled by “imwisiblo” exports, . Un- 
doubtedly, the Free State derives a con- 
siderable income from foreign investments, 
remittances from abroad, and other sources 
which cannot be traced with precision ;- 
but, on the other hand, large sums of 
money 


leave the country every year 
thropgh “invisible” channels: Shipping 
freights and insurance premiums take 
toll of the country’s income; . and, 
while it is impossible to calculate the 
exact amounts, there is no doubt -that 
they make a big hole in the “ invisible” 
exports of which.so much is heard. The 
“invisible” element in the Free State s 
trade, however, is beside the point. The 
fact is that in pre-war years this country 
had a very substantial balance of 
“visible’’ trade n the right side. To-day 
it has an adverse balance at the rate of 
£18,000,000 per annum. Clearly, that 
condition of a.fairs cannot ‘continue 
indefinitely ‘without bankruptcy. It is 
idle to pretend that all is well ; for, even 
if the Free State had a balance of 
“invisible” exports. over “invisible” 
imports of £10,000,006 a “year, we still 
should be faced with the fact that the 
country’s resources were being drained to 
the annual extent of £8,000,000. . The live- 
stock figures are most disquieting. The 
value of exported cattle for the ten. 
months was £10,300,000, compared with 
£14,000,000 for the first ten months of 
1924. Thus, there has been a fall of nearly 
27 per cent. in the cattle trade alone, and 
there are almost equally alarming figures 
concerning sheep and other live-stock. 
Bad harvests have been responsible for 
a certain amount of the decrease in agri- 
cultural exports; and, very probably, the 
present year will see a revival. Last 
year’s harvest was excellent ; but it: would 
be extremely foolish to rely on nature 
alone. The Free State farmer has two 
great enemies—namely, high production 
costs and bad transport. His costs com- 
prise many elements, not the least among 
which is taxation in its several forms. 
Direct taxation in the Free State is high 
enough in all conscience, but. indirect 
taxation is even higher; and the farmer 
has been handicapped severely by the pro- 
tective tariffs which the Government has 
seen fit to impose on some of the neces- 
saries of life. His boots, his furniture, 
his clothes, even his soap and candles, 
have risen in price as: a ‘result ‘of Mr. 
Blythe's last Budgets. His net profits, 
conséquently, have fallen; and he is find- 
ing himself every day in.a worse position 
vis--vis his keen competitors in the British 
market. In respect of transport-he hardly 
could be in a less favourable case: The 
roads of the Free State are a disgrace to 
the country. The. railways are on their 
last legs, and the complete lack of co- 
ordination between rail and road con- 
stitutes one of the most serious obstacles 
in the way of a real trade revival. Has 
the Government any definite policy in 
this matter?! It was announced several 
months ago that £4,000;090-were about: to 
be expended on the Free State roads; but,’ 
so far as we know, nothing has been done. 
The country seems to be drifting along 
from day to day without a settled policy, 
while its trade is languishing and its 
income is vanishing before the people's 
eyes. When Dáil Lireann meets next 
week the Farmers’ Party ought to insist 
on a frank discussion of this vital problem.

The Broken Bond, . 

It must be admiltted regretfully that 
there is scant evidence of the spirit of 
na neighbourly comradeship’’ in the 
decision arrived at yesterday by the joint 
meeting of Bench and Bar in Belfast to 
establish a ‘separate Inn of Court for 
-Northern Ireland. If politicians who have 
pursued against one another a vendetta as 
-rancorous as our history records are, pre- 
_prepared to bury old antagonisms in order 
“fo serve national needs, surely it is not im- 


posing an undue burden on members of the 
- | Northern Bar to suggest that the preserva- 


‘tion of professional unity is worth a 
sacrifice. When political separation had 
entailed a cleavage in other bodies, the 
great majority on both sides surrendered 
reluctantly to the pressure of centrifugal 
forces. By a piece of good fortune the Bar 
was saved from the impact of these. forces 
during the most critical years of new legis- 
lative experiment. It is not a little dis- 
tressing to all who cherish the ideal of 
Irish unity to find that, after the tempest 
has died down and there is at last a 
prospect of settled weather, an institution 
which stood four-square to all the winds 
that blow. ‘should be split by internal 
differences. Skilful pleader as he is, the 
Northern Lord Chief Justice gave the im- 
pression “in his speech yesterday of a man 
striving to make the most of arguments 
which did not wholly convince himself. 
The burden of his charge was that exemp- 
tions lad been granted to certain students 
of King’s Inns on what the Northern Com- 
mittee believed to be inadequate grounds. 
If there was danger that-this would become 
a settled policy one would understand that 
the Northern Bar might well determine to 
take measures, to safeguard the interests 
of its members, It is common knowledge, 
however, that the special circumstances 
which led the Benchers of the King’s Inn 
to make these exemptions cannot possibly 
recur, and a little tact would have pre-| 
vented what at the worst should: have been 
a tiff tróm developing into an act of war. 

Lord Chief Justice Moore, throughout 
the greater part of his address, made play 
not so much with what had happened as 
with what he professed to fear might 
happen in the future. Of course, a dead- 
lock would arise were Gaelic made a com- 
pulsory subject for students at the King’s 
Inn. He lected, however, to remind 
his hearers, as in fairness he should 
have reminded them, that the pro- 
posal to introduce compulsory Gaelic was 
rejected by a majority, whith indicates 
that the danger that alarms him has little 
foundation in fact. Again, it may be true 
that the systems of jurisprudence in 
Northern. Ireland and the Free State 
tend to diverge. They have not. diverged 
so far, however, as to make it im- 
possible that future barristers in both 
areas should be trained on the same 
lines; and the maintenance of this 
bond of union is the best guarantee that 
the difference between legal systems will 
be narrowed down to the smallest possible 
minimum, The Lord Chief Justice resents 
the parallel that has been drawn between 
Northern Ireland’s separate Inn of Court 
and the Free State’s separate Medical 
Register. He does not offer, however, any 
effective refutation. The King’s Inn has not 
severed its connection with the English 
Inns, whereas on his own showing Belfast 
now stands aloof from both: We welcome 
the declaration that the Northern Inn is 
prepared to cultivate the most, friendly 
relations with the Dublin Inn, and we 
trust that, on the part of the Free State, 
resentment at the breaking of bonds that 
had endured so long will not prevent the 
formation of new ties at the earliest 
possible moment. What is done is done, 
and crying over spilt milk to which so 
many of us, unfortunately, are given in 
Ireland, will serve no good purpose. For 
good or ill, the Northern Bar has decided 
to break with a great and historic tradi- 
tion. While we believe that the new 
departure is more likely to result in losses 
than gains, we hold also that it is the 
duty of the South, as well as the North, 
to aid by every means in its power in the 
creation of a new tradition that shall not 
be unworthy of the splendid record of the 
Irish Bar. 


Foot-and-Mouth Disease. 


During the first ten years of this century 
Britain was virtually free from foot-and- 
mouth disease. Then attacks began and 
continued until 1915, ‘when they abated 
until after the war.. Since 1919 the disease 
has appeared again and again, and many 
times has reached alarming proportions. In 
The Times Sir Daniel Hall describes the 
search that hr: been made in England for 
the true source of infection. Kent is 
specially subject. to invasion, and out- 
breaks have occurred around Chatham 
again and again. Hull and Grimsby are 
other centres of frequent infection, and. in 
the neighbourhoods of Liverpool, Birken- 
head and Bristol the disease frequently 
makes its appearance. Cornwall and 
Devon are virtually untouched, and since 
1921 Ireland has escaped. These facts 
indicate that the germs of the disease enter 
England chiefly by the ports from which 
traffic is carried on with the Continent. 
The precise vehicle of infection, however, 
has not been identified. While the import 
of hay and straw as such is prohibited, 
hay and straw used as packing material 
have been suspected; but research has 
shown the evidence against packing 


material to be weak. The theory that 


motor cars brought over from the Con- 
tinent bring with them infected mud and 
dirt’ also fails, since the roads travelled 
by ‘these cars after landing are not those 
along which infection commonly appears.

fishing. New Zealand depends on Sydney 
and Melbourne for visiting theatrical com- 
panies, as Ireland depends on London.

She was the 
first country to establish universal penny 
postage—and she has it to-day. She was 
the first to institute non-contributory old 
age pensions, and the first British country 
to give the vote to women. She was the first 
British country to adopt preference for 
British trade. She has the lowest death- 
rate in the world, and claims to have the 
highest production per head. In half a 
century New Zealand has grown to the 
stature of a nation, although to-day her 
population still is less than that of the 
Six Counties of Northern Ireland.

POWERS’ DIVERGENT VIEWS. 


Reuter’s. Agency learns that the League of 
Nations has heard nothing of any proposed 
postponement of the meeting of the Pre- 
liminary Committee on Disarmament, which 
was to have been held next month at Geneva. 
The meeting of this Committee has never in 
any sense been regarded as’ a conference, 
but merely as a preliminary sitting to con- 
sider the possibility of a subsequent Inter- 
national Conference, in order to remove some 
differences on the questionnaire regarding dis- 
armament drawn up by the Council Com- 
mittee last month. 

It is clear that there is a considerable 
divergence of view between certain Govern- 
ments as to the scope even of a preliminary 
examination of this question, and, therefore, 
it would not be surprising if it were deemed 
unadvisable to adhere to the proposed date of 
February 16th. 

It seems clear that the United States, 
although. sending a strong delegation to the 
meeting of the Committee, desires to separate 
naval from military disarmament, while it 
is .known that France, Italy, and Japan 
will not agree to any separation of the two 
og In their view, disarmament must 

o taken as a whole. Further, it seems 
evident that France insists very strongly on 
an cxamination of the potential war strength 
of all the countries concerned. All these 
uestions came bejore the Committee at 

eneva last month, and, so far, there is no 
evidence of unanimity. 

It is understood that Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain was not going to Switzerland for the 
meeting of this Committee, and, in fact, will 
not go to Geneva until the meeting of the 
Council of the League in March. 

If the meeting of the preliminary Com- 
mittee on Disarmament be held in February, 
as proposed, no doubt Lord Cecil will be the 
chief representative of the British Government. 


QUEEN MARGHERITA’S 


FUNERAL,

IMPRESSIVE CEREMONY AT 


THE PANTHEON, 


ROME, Monday. 

During Queen Margherita’s funeral próces- 
sion to the Pantheon, the King walked im- 
médiately behind thé gun-carriage on which 
the coffin was borne. He was followed by 
the Crown. Prince, and the Duke of Genoa, 
the dead Queen’s brother. $ Behind them 
came other Princes of the House of Savoy 
and representatives of foreign Powers. Signor 
Mussolini walked beside the coffin. 

The ceremony at the Pantheon was wonder- 
fully impressive. The building was lit only 
by torches, placed at the base ef the dome, 
while a search-light cast a beam of vivid 
a upon the cofhn, lying on a raised cata- 
falque, in the centre of the building. 

At the foot of the cotataldtie knelt the 
King, his face hidden in his hands, with the 
Queen at his side, her features concealed by a 
thick veil. Behind the Royal couple knelt 
the Princes and Princesses, and the repre- 
sentatives of the foreign Powers. 

The King, after remaining in silent prayer 
for a few moments, left the Pantheon with 
the Queen, followed by the Princes and Prin- 
cesses. At the door of the Pantheon he 
paused and stood stiffly at attention for some 
seconds, while the Queen waited with bowed 
head. His Majesty then returned immediately 
to the Quirinal Palace. : 

This evening a private ceremony was held, 
attended by only a few Court officials, when 
the body of the dead Queen was placed in a 
temporary tomb, from which it will be re- 
moved on Wednesday to its final. resting

As 
for Ibn Saoud himself, it is possible that 
he will be proclaimed the perpetual 
guardian of the Holy. Places, and, perhaps, 
Caliph as well. He has been described by 
those who know him as a second Pronhet, 
and, in view of what he has done for the 
unity of the Arabian Peninsula, the com- 
parison is not inapt.

If the tests prove successful, a 
trip across the Channel will be made beiore 
long with the first windmill liner. 


Flying in Germany- 


No agreement has yet been reached 
between the Allies and the German Govern- 
ment with regard to aviation in Germany. 
This is a two-sided question ; for, whereas 
the. present position imposes restrictions 
upon the size and power of the machines 


which Germany is permitted to use, it also 
confers 


on _Mpon that country the .right to 
restrict the passage of foreign machines 
over German territory. Both sides have 
something to gain by an amendment of the 
agreement; but, apparently, Germany is 
claiming too big a price in the way of 
concessions regarding the power of her air- 
craft in return for permission to fly over 
the country.

MURDERED. 


MASSACRE IN 
MEXICO. 


NE of the most cold-blooded and 
calculated crimes in the history of 
Mexico was reported yesterday. Some 
twenty bandits in disguise boarded a 
assenger train at Guadalajara. During 
F iourney to Mexico City they attacked 
and murdered the majority of the military 
escorts They then robbed the passengers, 
murdering fifty—including a number who 
showed signs of resisting—and then set 
fre to the train. A number of the 
wounded were burned to death. - . 

The bandits escaped on the engine with 
loot estimated at 300,000 pesos

STORIES BY THE 
SURVIVORS. 
———— 
WOUNDED BURNED TO DEATH 


Fsom RevTexr’s CORRESPONDENT. 


MEXICO CITY. Monday. 

The survivors of yesterday’s outrage, 
when bandi#s attacked a passenger train 
between Ghadalajara and Mexico City, 
began to arrive at Guadalajara this morn- 
ing, penniless and stripped of all their 
belongings, to tell a tale of horror probably 
unequalled for many years past in the 
annals of crime in Mexico. 

All ‘the soldiers of the military escort, 
most of the train staff, and fully fifty 
Mexican passengers were brutally 
murdered. 

The exact number of the bandits en- 
gaged is not known, but one report gives. 
the number as twenty. They boarded the 
train in the guise of passengers, and, 
when near a wayside station, locked the 
doors of all the coaches. They then cut 
the throats of all the soldiers of the 
miltary escort while they slept, or shot 
them in cold blood, and systematically shot 
or knifed the majority of the train staff. 


PRAYED FOR MERCY. 

Afterwards they went through the whole 
train, robbing the passengers and killing 
all who showed the shightest resistance. 

The survivors described the scenes inside 
the coaches as beggaring description. The 
floor was swimming in blood, while the 
imprisoned passengers frantically prayed 
for mercy. Many of those who did not 


resist A&ere butchered at the whim of the 7 


bandits. 

Having finished their looting, the 
murderers fired the coaches, the floors of 
which were covered with dead. and 
wounded, and, as the flames consumed the 
carriages, the survivors could plainly hear 
the agonised shrieks of the wounded. 

The bandits then uncoupled the engine, 
and one of them, an expert driver, took 


the throttle. After proceeding some way 


at a furious pace they stopped at Yure- | the 


guard Station long enough thoroughly to 
loot the town. Afterwards they resumed 
their flight until 
Lnountains, where they tore up the track, 
an the engine off the rails, and dis- 
appeared. 
GUARD’S HEROISM. 

The hero of the massacre was the guard 
of the train, who, after narrowly escaping 
death, tramped.all night until he found 
an uncut telegraph wire. He succeeded ia 
getting through a message to the military 
headquarters at Guadalajara imploring 
aid. 

Relief trains- were immediately rushed 
to the scene, accompanied by troops, who 


were instructed to yet the bandits at all} 


costs, dead or alive. 

Tt is said that the bandits, who were 
under the command of the former Colonel 
Mauel Noez, escaped on the engine follow- 
ing the attack, with 300,000 pesos. 

According to information received by the 
headquarters of the railway administra- 
tion, the bodies of twenty dead, which 
were burned beyond recognition, have been 
recovered.

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WOUNDED BURNED TO DEATH

MEXICO CITY, Monday. 

The survivors Of yesterday’s outrage, 
when bandits attacked a passenger train 
between Guadalajara and Mexico City, 
began to arrive at Guadalajara this morn- 
ing, penniless and stripped of all their 
belongings, to tell a tale of horror probably 
unequalled for many years past in the 
annals of crime in Mexico. 

All the soldiers of the military escort, 
most of the train staff, and fully fifty 
Mexican passengers were brutally 
murdered. 

The exact number of the bandits en- 
raged is not known, but one report gives 
the number as twenty. They. boarded the 
train in the guise of passengers, and, 
when near a wayside station, locked the 
doors of all the coaches. They then cut 
the throats of all the soldiers of the 
miltary escort while they slept, or shot 
them in cold blood, and systematically shot 
or knifed the majority of the train staff. 


PRAYED FOR MERCY. 

Afterwards they went through the whole 
train, robbing the passengers and killing 
all who showed the slightest resistance. 

The survivors described the scenes inside 
the coaches as beggaring description. The 
floor was swimming in blood, while the 
imprisoned passengers frantically prayed 
for mercy. Many of those who did not 
resist were butchered at the whim of the 
bandits. 

Having finished their looting, the 
murderers fired the coaches, the floors of 
which “were covered with dead and 


wounded, and, as the flames consumed the 


carriages, the survivors could plainly hear 
the agonised shrieks of the wounded. 


The bandits then uncoupled the engine,

KALGOORLIE DEAD.

New Zealand papers which have just 
reached Ireland report the death of Mr. 
Patrick Hannan, the man who discovered the 
famous Kalgoorlie Goldfields and was first to 
peg out a claim on them thirty-two years ago. 

e story of Hannan’s life in, Australia and 
of his discovery of one of the most famous of 
the world’s goldfields has been told in many 
different ways, but the following is the most 
accredited version in New Zealand, 


AN IRISH EMIGRANT. 

A native of the County Clare, Hannan went 
to Australia when twenty years of age. Hav- 
ing worked in the Ballarat Goldfields for some 
years, he made his way to New Zealand in 
1874, and visited several of the most famous 
fields in turn. ‘Then the lure of gold drew 
him to New South Wales, and he worked 
there until 1889, when he changed to West 
Australia. 

In June, 1893, a report reached Coolgardie 


Mount Zoule, and a- = rush began. 
Hannan and two other Irishmen, Shea and 
Flannigan, were among those who took part 


in it, 
THE MISSING HORSE. 

One night the three Irishmen camped at 
the foot of a hill near the site of the present 
City. of Kalgoorlie. In the morning they were 
unable to continue the journey, as one of 
their horses was lost.. went out to 
"Took for it, and not far away he struck his 
foot against a protruding stone with some 
orce. 

‘Looking down, he saw that what he thought 
was a stone was almost pure gold, and that 
there were dozens like it. It was soon realised 
by. the three Irishmen that Hannan’s find. 
was an important discovery of alluvial gold, 
and Hannan’s application for a reward claim 
was granted the same evening-that he: applied 
—June 17th, 1893. The next day there was a 
great rush to the spot, a tremendous quantity 
of. gold was . discovered, and Kalgoorlie 
became a city overnight—a city of gold. 
Between that year and- the present over 
£100,000,000 worth of gold has been extracted 
rom the mines on the field. 


| DIED POOR MEN. 
Hannan received the Government reward 
claim, and about a year later, through ill- 
health, he was forced. to return to the coast 
to recuperate. The following year again saw 
him active on the field, and there followed a 
period previous to his retirement in which he 
P | in all parts of the State.

The measure confers vast powers cn the 
Government, and under its provisions any 
man who requests assistance from the State, 
but refuses to accept the work offered to 
him, will be subject to shipment to a labour 
colony for one to five years. Men eccepting 
work and not carrying out their part of the 
agreement: are also liable to be sent to the 
colony. All vagrants, or men who do not 
properly support their families, will come 
within the terms of the proposed law. 

The plan provides for r-wards to men com- 
mitted to a labour colony who make a 
genuine effort to reform. They. will earn 
money and be aided to secure land under one 
of several settlement projects inaugurated by 
the Labour Ministry

VESUVIUS QUIET AGAIN. 


NO ERUPTION FEARED. 


From ‘‘ Toe TrMES ” CoRRESPONDENT. 
MALLAM, NAPLES (By Mail), 
Phursday. 

After eight months of suppressed - fever, 
Vesuvius broke out into a gentle sweat last 
week, and is now pronounced by its physician 
out of danger. I: other words, the eruptive 
cone in the interior of the crater opened on 
its west flank, and let out a stream of fiuid 
lava; while on its north base appeared 
another mouth, that rapidly dilated and 
spread upwards, This was followed by a 
series of heavy explosions, and the ejection 
of incandescent scorise. 

According to Frofessor Malladra, Director 
of the Observatory on Vesuvius, who knows 
more about the volcano than anyone else, 
this phenomenon, however startling to the 
dwellers at the base of the mountain, is in 
reality a sign that Vesuvius is functioning 
ns Si and safely; the accumulated lava is 
finding an exit by the proper channels, in- 
stead of blasting a passage for itself 
through the side of the crater. 

The emission of lava was considerably 
overdue, no eruptive activity having been re- 
corded sincé April, 1925. It sometimes takes 
place twice or even three times in the same 
year, and is a very different thing from a 
real eruption of Vestvius, when lava bursts 
through the sides of the crater. 

All the same, it provides a very pretty 

ctacle by night, with its leaping red 
a like a bonfire on the top of the moun- 
tain.

WAGES AND PRODUCTION. 


The Daily Express says :—Some fallacies 
are invincible and invulnerable. Perhaps 
the oldest fallacy in the world is the belief 
that prosperity can be secured by lowering 
wages and lengthening hours. The truth 
is exactly the reverse. High wages are not 
only the product of prosperity, but they also 
help to produce prosperity. They increase 
the purchasing power of the mass of the 
people; they also increase the efficiency of 
the workers. Low wages have precisely the 
opposite effect. They reduce the spending 
capacity of the nation, and they also reduce 
its working capacity.. The under-paid man 
is a poor customer; he is also a poor worker. 
High wages are invariably associated with 
strong, virile and enterprising races. Let 
those who sigh for a general “cut” in 
wages remember that no nation can become 
richer by making the whole population 
poorer.

With the acceptance to-day of ‘the Foreign

inaugural session will take place to-morrow 
(Tuesday), nearly a month after the date 
originally fixed, 

Elaborate formal ceremonies are being 
arranged to mark ithe opening of the session 
with the Minister of Justice, Mr. Ma 
Chun-Wu presiding and making the inaugural 
address. The Japanese Commissioner, Eki 
Hioki, who is also chief delegate to the 
Customs Conference, will reply for the Powers. 
After the election of the Chairman of the 
Commission, the session will conclude. 

In accordance with the resolution adopted 
at Washington in 1922, the work is to be 
concluded in six months, and the Commis- 
sioners are to makettheir reports to their 
own Governments within a year. 


FURTHER TROUBLE FEARED. 
TOKIO, Monday. 

Owing to probable developments connected 
with Marshal Wu Pei-Fu, the Marshal was 
recently approached by Kuominchun (National 
Army) elements, with the object of forming a 
military coalition under which the Provisional 
Constitution would be restored and a new 
Parliament convened.

WASHINGTON, Monday. 

The investigation into foreign Govern- 
ment control of rubber and other raw 
materials by the Committee of Inter-State 
and Foreign Commerce of the House of 
Representatives needs artificial respiration 
if it is to survive. 

Mr. Harvey Firestone, the tyre manu- 
facturer, who has been campaigning for 
more than a year, was expected to apply 
it this morning, but he did not attend. 
His profits have magically increased in 
the last twelve months, and it may be 
difficult for him to set this fact in proper 
relation to his predictions of calamity. 
Without him the proceedings were dull, 
and the impression is growing that the 
Committee .would be glad to discover a 
way of dignified retreat. 

The situation, as we have it to-day, 
seems to be this:—The Secretary, Mr. 
Hoover, who had so often warned foreign 
Governments of what would happen if 
public opinion should ebe aroused to a 
knowledge of the extent to which the 
American people were being “ gouged,” 
has, by his instigation of this inquiry, 
accomplished three thngs :— 

He has demonstrated that Congress is mm- 
potent to find a remedy, which would 
not be susceptible of a domestic appli- 
cation acutely embarrassing to the 
Republican Party; 

He has provided ammunition for the Demo- 
cratic opposition, and 

He has arouséd serious perturbation in the 
minds of the rubber manufacturers. 

This last is explained by the suggestion 
—unsuccessfully made within the Com. 
mittee, but now being made in the House 
of Representatives itself—that the scope 
of the investigation should be enlarged 
to include the consideration of the profits 
made by the tyre manufacturers. 

Here is something which would come 
home to the average American, as no dis- 
tant and vaguely comprehended Steven- 
son plan could hope to do, and “big busi- 
ness,’ which is the tutelary deity of the 
Republican Party, is naturally offended. 

This morning, a Congressman from 
Okalahoma, named Mr. Tom McKeown, 
volunteered his testimony, and, somewhat 
to the general dismay, proposed the adop- 
tion of a sort of Stevenson scheme by the 
United States Coverniiiint, for the benefit 
of the cotton grower. 

He said frankly that the British Govern- 
ment had been justified in doing what it 
did, when it found the rubber grower in a 
serious predicament, but it was not at all 
to justify the British or any other foreign 
Government that the investigation was 
ordered, and Mr. McKeown did not seem 
to realise this. 

One Committee man remarked that the 
advice given to the wheat growers of 
Kansas, “to raise more hell and less 
wheat,” should be taken to heart by the

PORTUGUESE NOTE, AFFAIR 


EXAMINATION OF ARRESTED 


MEN, 


THE HAGUE, Monday. 

The two men arrested here on Friday last 
in connection with the affair of the forged 
Portuguese bank notes were a Dutch business 
man named Marang van Yesselveere and a 
Turkish journalist named Liebe. ‘hey were 
examined this morning by the police and

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VICTIMS OF THE BLACK 
CAMORRA. 
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31 SKELETONS DISCOVERED.

BERLIN, Monday. 

The skeletons of 31 men, said to have heen 
murdered by the Black Camorra during the 
past two years, have been «unearthed by 
the German police, in the course of an- in- 
vestigation into the activities of the 
revolutionist secret societies, after their dis- 
solution in 1923. Five of these skeletons 
have been discovered in the barrack grounds 
of Doeberitz, a suburb of Beriin, where there 
was formerly the military camp. 


The evidence obtained proved _ that 
the members of the secret organ- 
isations were in hiding on estates 


around Doeberitz, in 1923. Members re- 
ceived word that the police were preparing 
a raid. They suspected some comrades of 
having betrayed them, and then ruthlessly 
murdered them. Members of the Doeberitz 
secret organisation fied to. Pomerania and 
Bavaria, but now, through the confe2sions 
of former members, and the afrest of others, 
‘the police are slowly lifting the veil on the 
aciivities of the Biack Camorra, who are 
charged with beine responsible for the chain 
of mysterious mérecrs. 

Republican papers here assert that the 
thirty-one murders revealed by the police 
constitute only a fraction of those committed 
by the Black Camorra. and that many of the

“PAYMENT IN PAPER CROWNS.

VIENNA, Monday. 

The Archduke Friedrich Hapsburg, who 
lives in Hungary, has been ordered by the 
Austrian courts to valorise the pensions which 
he pays to three hundred Austrian ex- 
retainers to one-third of their pre-war values.

The Archduke Friedrich 
was Commander-in-Chief of the, Austrian 
Armies at the beginning of the war, and was 
also one of the big furnishers of supplies to 
the Army.

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JAPAN ANXIOUS TO AVOID A

TOKIO, Monday. 

The Foreign Office spokesman to-day stated 
that the Government was much worried about 
the incident in which the Brazilian Ambassa- 
dor, Senor de Limae Silva, recently figured, 
because reactionary societies were visiting 
the Foreign Office and demanding his recall 
on the ground that his action was an insu!t 
to the Imperial House. 

The reactionaries emphasise, however, that 
their demand does not signify hostility 
towards Brazil, for whom they have the 
greatest respect and friendship.

Even 
though Ireland and England had a commen 
Exchequer until the Free State began to 
function, Ireland got a grant through all 
those years of only half of the 1898 rate, 
while England got a grant from the same 
source of half of the actual rate each year, 
and in 1925 this was increased to three- 
quarters the actual rate. Now, had Irish 


agriculture been treated equally with English, 
Dublin agriculture would have ‘received 
£586,838 more than it did, or, in other words, 


this amount is due for relief of rates in 
agricultural lands in County Dublin. 
discussed this matter with the late 
General Collins, head of the Provisional 
Government, and he agreed that this was a 
proper claim, which should, and would, be 
adjusted under Article V. of the Treaty.

MUSICAL RECITAL.

A few hundred of the members of the 
Royal Dublin Society who stood, or were ill- 
placed, during the afternoon recital at Balls- 
bridge yesterday would have found them- 
selves better. suited at the later recital. The 
total attendance yesterday was very nearly 
double the seating accommodation, but the 
afternoon habit is still strong in the majority 
of members.

The troubled music of the 
second movement was very moving in the 
hands of the two performers last night. 
Franck’s emotional displays are not of the 
frenzied kind, and this music, as of a soul, 
normally calm, stirred at last’ to its depths, 
had apt response in Miss D’ Aranyi’s tempera- 
ment. For the rest of the Sonata, with its 
wistful long-drawn phrases, her remarkable 
control of the bow, with a consequent ex- 
cellence in legato, was admirably in place. 
In this Sonata, as in everything else in the 
recitals, Mrs. Hobday seemed to be the ideal 
partner. 

The later recital included also three of the 
Paganini Caprices, a Tartini Sonata and some 
smaller examples of violin music; but among 
these, well though they displayed the per 
formers’ skill and the wide range of violin 
music, there was nothing of greater interest 
than the music contained in the afternoon 
programme. Miss D’Aranyi justly has a re- 
putation for her plaving of the older violin 
music, and in the afternoon she gave a de- 
licious Sonata of Handel, as well as the Bach 
Chaconne for violin alone. Her playing of 
the latter work was a remarkable feat, and 
sroved how illuminating, as well as con- 
scientious, she is in all her work. Where it 
is much merely to achieve accuracy of 
enunciation in this supremely difficult test 
Miss D’Aranyi let daylight into the musica!

cm thoughtful playing of the Schumann 
Sonata in A minor should have had particular 
interest for those musicians who took up the 
study of that work when it was set as a Feis 
Ceoil test some time ago.

DEALINGS IN NEW LOANS. 


The volume of business passing: in the 
London Stock Markets, as & whole, was rather 
quieter than is usual on a Monday, while a 
dull tendency prevailed in several depart- 
ments owing to a lack of interest. The ac- 
cumulation of orders over the week-end was 
also disappointing, but, taken as a whole, 
prices kept fairly steady. Rubbers opened on 
a weaker note, but firmed up with the com- 
modity market; final price movements, how- 
ever, were of an irregular character.

MARCONI IN PERU. 

A message from Lima states that one of the 
most bitterly contested concessions in the 
recent legislative history of Peru terminated 
with the Senate's ratification of the Marconi 
contract for 25 years for administration of the 
Peruvian posts, telegraphs and wireless. The 
concession has been in effect under a 
referendum clause since 1921, though the 
opposition of politicians and private interests 
threatened its annulment, It is understood 
that its ratification coincides with the initia- 
tion of an energetic construction programme 
at Lima, including the erection of a powerful 
beam station communi¢ating with the United 
States, Buenos Aires, Rio de Janeiro and 
Bogota. The programme provides for ex- 
penditure exceeding £500,000.

Engineers, of Salisbury House, London, B.C.2, and Mr. Reginald Pawie, A.R.S.M.. M.IL.M.M as per- 
sonaily inspected land has made himself acquainted with the mines in question; Messrs. Pawle and Bre- 
jek have stated in writing that they are in complete agreement with the facts set fort! apd the con- 
clusions reached by Mr. Josiah Paul] and Mr. Hambly. 


_ Mr. Hambly| has been appointed Mines Manager, Mr. Josiah Paull has consented to act as Con- 
sulling Engineer,)and Mr. Reginald Pawie has accepted a seat on the Board of the Company. 


ESTIMATED OUTPUT AND PROFIT—You will observe that the, Engineers anticipate, as a result 
of the Initial development programme which the Board will adopt, ah annual output from the Wheal 
Kitty and Penhaljs Mines, at a cost not exceeding 27s. per ton, of 36,000 tons of ore, giving an average 


- yield of 50 Ibs. of 70 per cent. tin oxide to the ton of ore. This is equivalent to a recovery of 482 tons 


of tin oxide, or 357 tons of metallic tin per annum, which, they state, after allowing £12 per ton of tin 
oxide to cover thp smelling charges, would yield a net profit of £29,066 with metallic tin at £250 per 
ton. This represents a return of ever 35 per cent. on the issued capital of £35,000, 


With tin at este per ton, the profit is similarly estimated at £38,401, giving a return of 45 per 
cent., and, even shold the price of tin recede to £225 per ton, the profit would exceed 25 per cent. 
on the issued capital.

_ H is, however, intended in due course to proceed with the farther development of the adjacent 
Wheal Friendly Mine, with a view to attaining an annual output of 60,000 tons of ore. Inclading the 
extensions to the surface equipment necessary to treat the increased output, this additional programme 
is estimated by ithe Engineers to involve an expenditure of £25,000, for which ample provision has 
heen made in the authorised capital of the Company. It will be seen from the table incorporated in 
their summarised report that, with an output of 60000 tons of ore, and assuming no saving in costs, 
the profit at £250 per ton of metallic tin would approximate to £50,000 per annum. 


PRESENT EQUIPMENT—Both Enginecrs emphasise the excellente of Sara’s shaft, which has 
been sunk to a depth of 750 feet from surface near the boundary of the Wheal Kitty and Penhalls 
Mines and within working distance of the Wheal Friendly Mine. This vertical shaft is 15 feet by 7 
feet within timbers, and is divided into three compartments for pumping. winding by double cage road 
and a ladder-way. In addition there is on this section much useful equipment, which is fully detailed 
in the joint report hereto annexed, and in his full report Mr. Josiah Panli states that Sara’s shaft and 
this equipment are “ all in excellent condition and could not be replaced under at least £30,000.”

CAPITAL EXPENODITURE—This subject has been exhaustively considered by the We; laiss 
and the Company 's Technica! Advisers. It is the Board's intention to give full effect to the Tecommenda- 
tions contained in the appended joint report, which provides for an expenditure of £9,000 on new plant, 
buildings, etc., $nd £5,000 for snwatering operations. After setting aside £10,000 for further shaft

IMMEDIATE PROGRAMME—The capacity of the existing twenty-stamp battery is approximately

the augmented battery will be so arranged as to enable its capacity to be increased to 5,000 tons as 
and when the development of the mines justifies this further extension. 


DEVELOPMENT AND LIFE OF THE MINES—The past history of these minors is very theroughly 
traversed in both the-detailed reports which T am handing to you, and you will note that there are four 
known lodes on the propertiss, identified respectively as the Pink, the Stamps, the Wheal Kitty, and the 
West Kitty Lodes. may, however, be permitted to emphasise the following cardinal points :— 


1. Although both groups of mines have already produced very large quantities of tin, no great 
yertical depth has yet. been reached, and there remains a large virgin area to be exploited. 


2. The adit, or drainage level, is some 240 feet below surface, thus materially reducing the cost 
of pumping. 


3. These mines were only closed down owing to the heavy depletion of their labour force through 
recruiting during the latter years of the War. 

4. An underground connection between the two contiguous properties has hitherto proved imprac- 
ticrable owing to |objections by the owners of the respective mineral rights. This difficulty has now been 
overcome. 


5. An adequate and competent labour force is available in and around the village of St. Agnes, 
which is adjacent to these mines.

Writing of Sara’s shaft, Mr. Josiah Paull says :— «© 


“Ther sunk the vertical shaft known as Sara’s shaft to a depth of 730 feet from surface, and 
succeeded in culling the Stamps and Wheal Kitty Lodes, thus preving their extension downward and 
northward into Penhalis Section ”; whilst “Mr. Hambly writes as follows :—

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A WONDERFUL RECOVERY. 

At a meeting of the holders of the fourth 
debenture stock of the Austin Motor Co., 
Ltd., in London yesterday a resolution 
authorising the company to pay the stock- 
holders the full amount of their principal and 
interest to date, together with six weeks’ in- 
terest in lieu of notice, was carried unani- 
mously. 

Mr. F. R. Wade, who presided, said that 
the mortgage indebtedness amounted to 
£1,776.000. In less than four years the com- 
pany had been able to re-establish itsel/— 
pay off the whole of the first and second de- 
bentures and all but £80,000 of its third de- 
bentures. It was now in a position to pay off 
in full the whole of its old trade indebtedness 
to its creditors, as represented by the present

COST OF LIVING STILL RISING. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 


PARIS, Monday. 


The rising cost of living in Paris is shown 
in statistics which have been prepared for 
the year just ended. Since January the 
prices of bare necessities have mounted 
gradually but steadily, although slight drops 
were recorded in April and July. The largest 
advance in prices took place in November and 
December. 

On the pre-war basis of 100, the staple 
commodities jumped from 433 in October to 
444 in November, and in December they went 
up 19 points to 463, the high mark of the 
year. Prices in January were fixed at 408, 


making an advance of 55 points for the year. 
The staple products included bread, meat, 
lard, butter, eggs; milk, cheese, potatoes, 
beans sugar, 9a Baca petrol, and fuel. 
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BOOK-KEEPING 
MACHINERY.

MR. J. J. DOWLING’S ADDRESS. 


Mr. James J. Dowling, a Rotarian, 
explained and demonstrated ‘* Book-keeping 
by Machinery” at the Dublin Rotary Ciub’s 
meeting, in Clery’s Restaurant, yesterday. 

Having spoken of the cumbrous and tire- 
some methods which our ancestors, for ages 
past, had used before calculating machines 
were invented, Mr. Dowling said that to an 
Englishman, Charles Babbage, belonged the 
credit for the first attempt to produce a 
calculating machine that would record its 
work. Babbage was Professor of Mathematics 
at Cambridge. About 1820 he submitted to 
the members of the Royal Sotiety his crude 
model of what he called ‘“‘ an engine of differ- 
ences,’” which .was to perform the most 
extended computations required in the study 
of astronomy and navigation, and to uce 
a record of its work stam on piates of 
copper and other suitable materials. For 
several years Babbage laboured incessantly in 
the workshops which he had built in the 
grounds of his house, near London, but his 
work came to a halt in 1825, when the engine 
was only half completed, as a result of some 
misunderstanding concerning the arrangement 
he had made with the Government. Part of 
that machine “is an exhibit in South 
Kensington Museum. 

William Seward Berroughs, the inventor of 
the well-known machine which bears his 
name, was born in New York in 1856. He 
worked in a bank for about five years, antil 
the monotony of his work began to tell upon 
his health. .On the advice of his physician, 
he sought other employment, and he went to 
St. Louis in 1882. His bank experience had 
shown him the drudgery of writing and 
adding figures, and his mind turned towards 
the invention of a mechanical contrivance 
which would make this burden lighter. 

Just as the principle of the steam-engine 
waited through long centuries for a Watt to 
discover it, so the human need of an adding 
machine waited through hundreds of years for 
the moment when a broken-down bank clerk, 
brimming over with the need for such a 
device, brought forth his invention. He con- 
ceived a machine that recorded figures 
indelibly on paper; that would add those 
amounts just as they were recorded, without 
the slightest possibility of error; and that 
would carry a progressive total as fast as the 
amounts were listed, so that, on pressing a 
key at any time during the operation, a 
correct total was instantly printed. 

Before Burroughs’s death, in 1898, a com- 
pany was formed, and in 1905 his name was 
linked with the machine which he had 
invented. Over 150,000 Burroughs machines, 
of 120 different styles, were now being pro- 
duced a”nually, and giving employment to 
over 10,000 workers. 

Mr. Dowling, at the conclusion of his 
address, gave a demonstration of the working 
of the machine. 

Mr. Keith Eason, who has had practical 
experience of the value of the machine, said 
that it had done for the mind what the motor 
car had done for the body. 

The President (Mr. M. P. Rowan) thanked 
Mr. Dowling for his interesting address. 

It was announced that on Sunday next the 
annual visit would be made to Glencree 
Reformatory. 


GERMAN TRAWLERS. 
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ABERDEEN FISH TRADE 
THREATENED. 


That German trawling was = seriously 
threatening the Aberdeen fish trade was the 
warning given by Sir John H. Irvin, a lead- 
ing trawler owner and Chairman of the 
Aberdeen Harbour Poard, yesterday at the 
annual meeting. 
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Sir John said that the tonnage of fish was

crease. In 1913, of the total catch, British 
vessels landed 79 per cent. and Germans 21 
per cent. In 1925 the figures were:—British 
59 per cent., Germans 41 per cent. The 
British trade decreased 20 per cent. and the 
German increased 109 per cent. 

The comparison of values was even more 
startling. The British, with higher prices, 
with a decreased quantity, showed 
an increase in total value over 1913 of 51 per 
cent., while the Germans, with higher prices 
and increased quantity, showed an increase 
in value of 234 per cent. 

In his opinion, the next protest which they 
would hear on this matter would come from 
the buvers when they saw the Aberdeen 
fresh fish trade ruined, as they would if the 
present state of things was allowed to con- 
tinue.

SOME CURIOUS TANGLES.

Under the existing United States immigra- 
tion Jaws several curious situations may arise. 
A Canadian by birth is allowed free entry to 
the United States, but an Englishman 
resident possibly twenty vears or more in 
Canada comes under the English quota. His 
children, however, are for United States pur- 
poses Canadians and entitled to free entry. | 

In the event of a woman of English birth, 
married to a Canadian, giving birth to a 
child while on a visit to the United States, 
the child would be by law a citizen of the 
United States, and also by Canadian and 
British law a British subject. The mother, 
however, could not remain in the United 
States, although she was the mother of a 
natural born citizen of the United States.—

NEW CANADIAN IMMIGRATION 


AGREEMENT. 


The Canadian Pacific Railway's Colonisa- 
tion Department announces the signing of an 
agreement with the Imperial Government 
Overseas Settlement Committee, the fruits of 
which will be the creation of a British Colony 
in Northern Alberta, under the name of the 
“Clan Donald Colony.’’ 

Another signatory of the agreement is the 
Scottish Immigrant Aid Society, which will 
secure the necessary immigrants to complete 
the colony of one hundred families, forty of 
whom are already in Canada. 

Thirty thousand acres of land in the Ver- 
million district of Northern Alberta have 
been purchased by the Canadian Pacific, to 
be divided among the settlers, who are being 
assisted to the extent of one hundred thousand 
dollars by the Imperial Government Overseas 
Settlement Committee. 

The Scottish Immigrant Aid Society is pro- 
viding seventy-five thousand dollars for the 
erection of buildings, each family is being 
allowed at least 160 acres.—( Reuter.)
